Happenings of. the Day in the Old World—

Germany. 

BERLIN, May 3.—The proceedings in the Ger- 
man Reichstag Saturday seem to show that the 
rights and Jiberties of Hamburg are seriously 
threatened. Wolfsohn and other members in- 
terpellated [the Government inquiring 
whether Prussia will be allowed 
to enclose St. Paul’s within the 
Zoliverein without first demanding the con- 
sent of the cityof Hamburg according tothe 
Constitution. The Government replied eva- 
sively. Herr Scholz, Under-Secretary of 
State, said the government were not 
bound to reply. to the questions 
embodied in the interpeliation, but he had the 
honor, nevertheless, in the name and by com- 
mission of Bismarck, to answer that Prussia 
had done precisely as was suspected. She had 
not previously negotiated with Hamburg on 
the subject, and she  contemplited 
an inclusion of St.Paul’s in the customs sphere 
with or without the consent of Hamburg. 
These were the facts, he said, on the conceal- 
ment of which no stress had 
been laid, but the Reichskanzler must 
decline to enter into a discussion of 
them for the purpose of justifying or defend- 
ing them from a legalor other point of view, 
since the regard due from him to the constitu- 
tional position of the Federal Council prevented 
him from treating with Parliament at the in- 
stance of interpellant as tothe bill before the 
Bundesrath, which would soon haveto be dis- 
cussed by that dody.

Father Corbitt assurred 
Redpath that political agitation put three 
millions of dollars into the tenants’ pockets by 
preventing unjust additions to rack and it gave 
them full swamps ot peat. The priest also said Sir 
Robert Bloss has an annual rental of £10,000. 
He gave £20 to the Relief Fund, the only one 


ofthe twenty great landlords who gave any 
thing.’’

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LETTER FROM ALBANY. |

A Majestic but Costly State-House—Mr. 
Ruskin to be Supplied with a Ruin— 
Some Noteworthy Legislators—~Pros- 
pective Visitors to St. Louis. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
Abany, N. “Y., May 1, 1880.—The most 
costly piece of architecture in the United 
States crowns the hillside at Albany, the capt- 
tal of the Empire State, for the completed 
fragment of our new Capitol has cost us $12,- 
000,000, and to that is added for the present 
year’s appropriation $1,500,000; and yet we 
are nothappy. The statesmen grumble be- 
cause they can neither see nor hear in the 
rooms dedicated to business; tne tax-payers 
grumble at the useless extravagance, and the 
critics grumble because it is their nature to. 
The Senators, who cannot see, desire the 
State to turnish goggles to protect their eyes 
from the clare of light; and the Assemblymen, 
who cannot hear, beseech the same 
munificent power to supply them 
with audiphones. But in spite of this general 
discontent all are agreed on one point, and 
batis, that the new Capitol will furnish 
America with a first-class ruin. Now there 
are many good Americans who love their 
country, and yet are grieved because we have 
noruins. Europe has ruins, and the great 
Ruskin, the apostle of art, bas said that he 
could not visit America because there are no 
ruins here. Ruskin is not a young man, yet, 
even during bis life time, our enterprising 
country may furnish that sine qua non whica 
sLall induce him to seek our shores.The Gold- 
en Corridor of the new Capitol, a unique bit 
of architecture and a gorgeous expression of. 
Suiekiidese attracts the attention and wins 
the admiration of the visitor. But recently 
a curious sort of interest has culminated about 
it. Senators and Assemblymen stop at the great 
stone piers whieh support the goiden-ribbed 
ceiling and poke at the cracks in the solid 
sandstone with their canes. The architects 
assure the public that the cracks mean noth- 
ing, in factthey try to convince us that they 
are a part of the eriginal design, but we have 
our own opinion ov the subject. Over the 


Golden Corridor is the great Assembly Cham- 
ber, the place where experimental architec- 
ture bas had untrammeled sway. The room 
is 140 by 84 feet, and has a vaulied ceiling of 
carved stone, the only instance in the world 
where such a ceiling is supported by pillars. 

The effect is magnificent; the red marvie pil- 
lars support the creamy ribs of the sweeping 
arches, and between them gleams the 
carmine and blue tracery of the 
cut sandstone, all meeting together 
in the high vault at the center. But the key- 
stone of this wonderiul ceiling isa peculiar 
keysione. Ithasto beheld in its place by 
more than ten tons of brick and stone! But it 
is not alone this Assembly Chamber that weighs 
on the piers of the Golden Corridor, for here 
are gathered the heavy weights of New York 
State politics, and though the architects migat 
have provided fora superincumbent weight 
of stone and mortar, they evidently did not 
count the politicians; heace these cracks. 

One of the vividly red seats planted on the 
vividly red carpet of the Assembly Chamber is 
occupied by ex-Speaker General James E. 
Husted, for many years a leader ia politics. 
He is a man rather under medium height; he 
bas a keen though very pleasant face, very ine 
tense dark-blue eyes, anda bald head. His 
appearance together with his way of swoop- 
ing down upon the opposition and carrying 
cit the spoils of the contest 
has given him a wide reputation 
as the ‘*‘Bald Eagle of Westchester.” His 
seat inthe Assembly is always a seat of war 
and generally of victory. But in spite of the 
contests in which he is often engaged he is 
generally a favorite, and has often a kind and 
appreciative word forthe younger politicians 
ef both parties. Near him sits ThomasG, 
Alvred, another ex-Speaker and also a leader. 
He 1s: familiarly known as“Old Salt’’ from 
his connection with the Syracuse Salt Works. 
The memory of Assemblymen runneth not 
back to the time when ne was not in the Capi- 
tol, and bis business may have something to 
do with his remarkable preservation in body 
apd mind, for he is one of the few people who 
can be beard in the room in which he speaks 
inspite ofits defective acoustic properties. 
Besides his wide political reputation he is 
aiso famous us a fisherman, and spends his 
summers in a pretty cottage onone of the 
Thousund Islands which he owns. It 
is said that he caught 1,293 fish in 
the St. Lawrence last summer, butit may be 
that thisisafish story. Among other nota- 
bilities isa Quaker member wao has never 
been known to laugh, a great distinction ia 
our Republican legislature, Which has proved 
itseif a veritable bear garden this season; his 
other claim to distinction is that be never 
makes a speech, though an important Dill 
which he introduced was passed,saowing how 
much unuecessary speeco-making there is 
among our legislators. VThenthere is Uncle 
David Gray, seventy-one years old, the jolhest 
member whoever satinthe New York As- 
sembly, and as frisky as a schuol-boy. He 1s 
renowned for bis energy in pressing the ap- 
pie-barrel bill and for the supertine quality of 
his apple cider. Nothing delights him so 
much as to narrate to the boys how this 
ambrosia is made. A part of the process con- 
sists of selecting twelve of the prettiest ygiris 
in his district who hold the blaaket 
through which the cider is strained. 
There is also ‘‘Polar Hayes,’’ otherwise 
Dr. Isaac I. Hayes, the Arctic discoverer. 
These are only afew specimens of the New 
York legislators who are lodged more than a 
hundred feet from the ground under the roof 
of the new Capitol—and, for some reason or 
other, the stone piérs are cracking. The Sen- 
ate now assemblesiin the Court of Appeals 
room, adjoining the Golden Corridor. Among 
the thirty-two members is the great-grandson 
of the original John Jacob Astor. That re- 
minds me of the clever bon mot ofthe distia- 
guished Gen. Junot, who, when the exclusive- 
ness of the old French nobility was spoken of 
before him, said: ‘‘And why are all these 
peopie so angered at our elevation? The only 
difference between them and me is that they 
are descendants, while I am an ancestor.’’ 
The idea ought to be a suggestive one to 
Americans. ‘here are only seven Democratic 
Senators here this year, but they have evinced 
considerable strength. Senator Fowler, 
of Ulster, carries off the palm for 
scholarly attainments and general ability. 
The position which Senator Jacobs has 
taken against Tilden since the recent couven- 
tion makes him just now the man most talked 
ofinthe Democratic party. This defectioa 
in one ofthe valiant knights who ‘‘don’t care 
especially for Mr. Tilden, but think that a 
sense of poetic justice demands his nomina- 
tion,” indicates that poetry isat a discount. 
Men, who are more like sheep in politics thin 
fa. anything else. already begia to echo the 
warniugs of this leader. It is thought that 
the general seniimeat of Democrats here 
wouid be one of intense relief ifa kind Peov- 
idence wonld—induce Mr. Tilden to with- 
draw from the canvass. In the meantime the 
juscrutable ways of Mr. Tilden leave the 
party insuch desperate suspense that their

What was Found in an‘ Acapulco 
Shark’s Maw. 


{From the San Francisco Chrouicle. } 


Dr. Swan, the Surgeon of the Pacific Mail 
steamship Colima, which arrived in this port 
afew days ago from the isthmus, reports an 
incident on the trip worthy of mention. He 
stutes that while the Caloma was lying at Aca- 
pulco, on the trip up, she anchored one day 
close to the steamship China. Some of the 
bands on the latter bated a hook and caught a 
shark of the man-eater variety ab.sut fifteen 
feet long. The shark was pulled up and cut 
open, and in the belly was found a human arm 
entire, just as it had been torn by the devour- 
ing monster from the shoulder. There were 
also found in the maw of the shark the heel 
and toes ofa human foot. The remains had 
evidently been swallowed but a short time. 
The arm wus the left, and upon it were plain- 
ly visible the initials tattooed in India ink, 
‘A. H.C.’ -About ten days previous to the 
taking of the shark a suilor from a British brig 
then lving in the harbor, while under the in- 
fluence of jiquor, fell overboard and was lost. 
it is supposed that the shark had been feeding 
upon the body a short time before his 
capture. San Jose Joe,the monster shark of 
San Jose de Guatemala, was recently seen by 
the captain of the China. This shark has for 
many years been the terror of the coast from 
San Jose de Guatemala to Punta Arena. He 
has been so frequently seen that he is as famil- 
iar tothe mariners of that coast as its most 
perilous headlands. He is said to be over 
forty teetin length, and is extremely fero- 
cious, human kind being his favorite prey. 
Capt. Seabury, of the China, is ready to swear 
to forty-two feet and over, having once seen 
Joe passing bebind his vessel, whichis forty- 
two feet in the beam, andthe head and tail of 
.be shark extended past either side of the ves- 
sel. The Captain of the South Carolina and 
Capt. Witeberry bear testimony also to the 
shark’s @ping over forty feetlong. In the last 
few years *’Joe,”’ as he is Known all alonMhe 
coast, hes devoured half a dozen men, and 
some vears sgo the Guatemalan Government 
offered a reward of $500 to any one who 
would kifl the devourer. He has been shota 
couple of times and harpooned thrice, but sur- 
vVivcd these assaults and still roams his old 
baunts looking for his favorite morceaux.

IN THE SAHARA, 


A Desert Not So Black as Travelers 
Paint It. 
| African Letter to the Chicago Times. |] 


All of one’s preconceived ideas. vanish be- 
fore the facts of experience. The Sahara is 
not a desolate plain of moving sand, with no 
signs of vegetation, but a cultivated country, 
fruitful asthe garden of Eden. Like our 
‘*yreat American desert,’’ it has been greatly 
belied.’ El Sahr, asthe Arabs pronounce it, 
is indeed avast archipelago ui oases, offering 
an abimated group of towns and villages. A 
large belt of fruit trees surrounds each of 
these villages, and the palm, the fig, the date, 
apricots, pomegranates and Vines abound in 
the utmost profusion. Ascending the Atlas 
mountains by a gradual slope to the region of 
high table-lands, we come tothe land of the 
Mozabites. or Ben Mozab, and then comes a 
gradual descent for 3800 miles to the vast 
stretch of treeless countr7 Known as the great 
desert. The rivers have an inclination of about 
one foot in 40. Many of the streams 
ere dry, except after rains, when they deluge 
the country. Gun-shots are fired as soon as 
the torrents appear; all objects are removed, 
and soon, wich a terrible noise, the flood roils 
on. The Saharian city stands, as if by mugie, 
on the banks of the waters which rise to the 
tufts of the pulm trees, but a few days only 
elupse ere all disappears, leaving the district 
rich and fruitful. ‘The inhabitants are not a 
migratory people, and, unlike the tent-dwell- 
ers of the nortbern slopé, live in substantial 
houses, with thatched roofs and ceilings of 
cape laid upon joists of alve wood. These 
houses generally consist of but one room, and 
bave no furniture except mats on the floor 
and upon the wal.s for three or four feet high. 
Beds are somctimes found, but no one thinks 
of sleeping on them. The walls are white- 
washed and inscribed with verses from the Ko- 
ran. ‘Tbe inhabitants are made up of genuine 
Arabs and Berbers, or Kabyles, asthe French 
callthem. Jews are found in every oasis, and 
are very prosperous and influential, doing 
much of the trading and making-up of the 
great Caravans. ‘These merchants frequently 
dress in a veiy

style, with gorgeous turban and sleeves of 
different colors, one being, perhaps, green 
and one red. and tbe skirt a bright yellow. 
They are not allowed to wearthe chekia or 
red woolen cap, Dut may wear a black cap, 
and can only wear black slippers, which they 
rust remove wbenever they step outside the 
ghetto, and must step aside to the left when 
they meet a Moslem, and are not allowed to 
ride on ahorse. ‘The men are handsome and 
the women uncommonly pretty, and do not 
cover their faces; neither do the Kabyle wo- 
men, as is the custom of other women of the 
Sabara. Among the Kabyles of the mountain 
region a passport, or annaya, from a sheik or 
amarabout brings protection and hospitality. 
The annayais sometimes a belt, sometimes a 
stick. A stranger can travel everywhere and 
meet with a cordial welcome. This 
is something like a passport, is gratu- 
itous, and not vised. The ruleis to lodge the 
stranger for three days, and they do this 
with a kindness and care that is rarely found 
in « Christian country where payment is ex- 
pected. The Berber is not as hospitable as 
the Arab, tut my companion, Ben Yusef, 
being a descendant of the prophet and I being 
provided with an annaya, we found no lack of 
that barbaric virtue anywhere. The maxim 
that *‘fingers were made before forks’? must 
have originated with the Moslems, as that 
article is unknownamongthem.

Denis Kearney’s Profits.

Kearney received $15,000 during the 
Gubernstorial campaign for keeping White in 
the field. He received from $15,000 to $20,- 
000 during the New Constitution cam- 
psign for bis apathy during the last six 
weeks before election. In fact as nearly as 
can be estimated his pecuniary profits are in 
the neighborhood of $60,000. Atthe House 
of Correction when asked if he were able to 
pay his $1,000 fine he answered evasively. As 
no imprisonment except the six months which 
formed a part of his sentence and which 
began with his incarcera'ion yesterday can 
be enforced until the fine is paid, and as the 
collection of the amount must be by civil 
process, the exact status of Kearneyas a 
capitalist becomes an interesting question.

Our latest English papers threaten, witha 
good deal of unction, confusion to American 
cattle growers, if the exportation of Austra- 
lian beef in refrigeratiag ships prove success- 
ful. They urge that the Eoglish would rather 
buy food from their own cqlomes than from 
us, which is probably true, provided they 
do it at precisely the same rates. Beef ready 
for shipment, in Sidney, is quoted at five cents 
less per pound thanin New York; but the 
cost of tiansportation is reckoned as more 
than double. New York, too, is only 3,000 
miles distant, and Australia 12,000, 
which ee materially inereases the 
chances loss of such a perishable 
cargo, especially as the great purt of the route 
is through the tropics. The Strathleven, it is 
true, which made the first successful venture 
brought the beefin very fair condition, an 
sold it in London at a profit of seven cents per 
pound. But her vovage occupied the two 
coldest months of the year, and there is rea- 
son to doubt whetherthe exportation could 
be conducted safely either earlier or later. 
Our beef growers, we fancy, will have but 
little cause, therefore, to fear Australian 
competition in the English market. Whether 
OWibg tothe length of time required to trans- 
port it, or its original quality, the Australian 
meat is coarser in flavor than ours, 
while 1t can be go0id no eheaper.

It 
then came out in the story told by the claim- 
ant that he was the first child of his mother, 
born before she ever knew her husbarad. She 
had with wonderful art, self-crontrol and 
success in the preservation of her secret con- 
cealed the child, putting him in care of peo- 
ple who may have suspected, but 
never knew the truth, where he grew up.

A divorce case will shortly come up in the 
English courts which 1s quite certain to arouse 
a considerable interest in America as well as 
in England. It is perhaps not very generall 
known that Mr. Heary Irving, the celebrated 
tragediap, was married some fifteen or six- 
teen yaars ago to Miss Florence O’Callagan, 
an Irish lady of a good old family.’ At the 
time of his marriage Mr. Irving was in aeom- 
paiatively humble position. He had made no 
reputation as an actor, and was regarded by 
the family and relatives of his bride as but a 
little better then a strolling player. They 
strongly objected to the match, not 
because they disliked Mr. Irving per- 
cone ys but because he was an act- 
or. be young lady was romantic and 

high-spiriteds Fhe opposition which she met 
with from her friends and relations only 
seemed to make her more resolute, and she 
became the wife of the actor, who has since 
won his way to the highest rank in his profes- 
sion. Fora time all went well, but when the 
romance of the affair was over the young lady 
concluded that she had made a mistake. Per- 
haps Mr. Irving came to the same conclusion, 
for itis said that the lady possessed a fiery 
temper and a very jealous disposition. While 
Petruchio tamed his Kate by smashing the 
chairs and china Mr. Irving does not seem to 
have followed that example, but fora while, 
no doubt, expected to attain matrimonial 
felicity by less violent means. 

lt would appear that no two persons could 
have been more unsuited to each other than 
were this pair. She wasadashing and very 
attractive jady, fond of society and attentioa. 
He was moody, reserved, absorbed in thought, 
and evenin private life a very Hamlet. She 
bas been known to say that she could get 
nothing out of her husband unless he was act- 
ing. He seemed tocare more for his books 
and his studies than for his wife, and her im- 
perious temper could not long submit to Sueh 
neglect without remonstrance. Disagreements 
finally culminated in separation by mutual 
consent. Mrs. Irving returned to her friends 
in Irejand, and she soon found” some relief 
from ker connubial disappointments in 
the gaiety of fasbionable society.

AS yet we 
have no churches or schools, but they will 
comeinduetime. The Denver and South 
Park Railroad Company is pushing its road 
as rapidly as possible. and will without doubt 
be running its trains bere by October 1. A 
telegraph line will be here within sixty days. 
A Jocal telegraph company has been formed, 
and is now at work establishing liaes between 
here and Ruby Camp, Pitkin, Gothic and 
Crested Buttes. These lines will connect with 
the Court-house, and afford great conven- 
ience to these camps, as well as to ourselves. 
We have abundance of building material, 
both lumber and stone, and brick will be 
made as soon as Men can get at work. Coal, 
both soft and anthracite, is found here in in- 
exhaustible quantities and of superior 
— 
I think this will be the “boom” of Colorado 
and the town ef the Western slope. Nothing 
can prevent it but a total failure of the mines, 
and that is in no way probable. Although we 
bave had what the ‘‘eldest’’ pronounce ahard 
winter, stock have lived without being fed, 
and are now doing well. The weather is 
beautiful, and duck and géese shooting and 
trout-fishing excellent. is is the Hunter’s 
Paradise. The sportive trout is here in 
abundance, and, within a radius of thirty 
miles, elk, black-tail deer, black and silver-tip 
bear, mountain-lion, and almost every other 
game can be found in abundance.

ALITTLE HERO. 

Little Georgie Smith, a son of Orange, is a 
little hero. Heis-njne years of age. His leg 
was broken and a piece of a tree was driven 
through the palm of the hand, so that it had 
to be pulled-out by force, inflicting great 
pain. Thedoctors decided the leg must be 
amputated below the knee. They wanted lit- 
tle Georgie to be chloroformed during the 
operation. He refused, and, indulging in alit- 
tle profanity,in which he is proficient, said: 
‘*That’s toothin; 1t will make me sick.’’ 


‘He told them to go ahead. While lis leg was 


being sawn off he never uttered a groan or 
cry, but was quite cheerful. The wood em- 
bedded 1n the palm ofhis hand was difficult 
to extract, and the doctors, knowing the pain 
it must cause the poor littie fellow, endeav- 
oredto do it gently. ‘‘You’re a damn fine 
doctor,?’? said George. “‘Why don’t you pull 
ity’?

He was a true 
little hero. A little child, Potter, whose fath- 
er was killed, was in this ward. He is two 
years old, and was blown away by the wind 
for half a mile and lodged in the fork of a tree 
thirty feet high and finally rescued.

The poor people spoke 
with deep emotion of thesympathy they had 
received from St. Louis. From the best 
sources the damage at Marshfield alone must 
be set down at $250,000. 

Having completed their tour of inspection, 
the St. Louis delegation took supper, and at 
8:30 departed for home, arriving at the Union 
Depot at 6:45 this morning. 

A TERROR OF CYCLONES. 

The people livirg in Marshtield, Springfield 
and vicinity are now thoroughly scared when 
astorm gathers. During the storm of last 
Saturday week at Marshfield men, women 
and children rushed. out.of their houses and 
sheliertotheopen prairie and there inthe 
drenching rain awaited “its passage. Some 
sought refuge in, cellars and ditches. In 
Springfield the same alarm reigned. The 
people there were panic-stricken and many 
of them went out in the fields. 
The children, whenever they notice a black 
cloud approaching, run home terrified. It 
will be a long time before this panic from the 
cyclone disappears. 


END OF A BUSY LIFE, 


Eberhard Anheuser, the Great Brewer, 
Dies in His Seventy-fifth Year. 


Mr. Eberbard Anheuser, senior of the great 
brewing firm, ‘*‘The Anheuser-Busch Com- 
pany,’’ died at7o’clock last evening at the 
family residence, corner of Tenth and Pesta- 
logzi streets. Death put an end to the suf- 
fering of two years, a painful tumor in the 
throat,which baffled the skill of the most emi- 
nent surgeons, being months ago declared in- 


curable, and the end only a thatter of a short 
time. The deceased was in his seventy-fifth 
— being born at Kreuznach, in the Rhine 
*rovince of Prussia, on April 20,1805. In 
1843 Mr. Anbeuser came to the United States, 
and located in Cincinnati. In 1845 he locat- 
ed in St. Louis and engaged in the soap man- 
ufacturing business with Mr. Nicholas Schaef- 
fer. This partnership lasted until 1860, when 
it was dissolved by inutual consent, and Mr. 
Anheuser embarked in the brewing business 
with Mr.D’Oench.This venturewas the basis of 
the great firm which now encompasses the 
world with its trade. Mr. Anheuser oc- 
cupied an enviable position among the Ger- 
mans of St. Louis, by whom he was ever 
called Papa Anheuser, and his remains will 
be followed to the graye to- 
morrow by a concourse of 
truly sorrowing friends. Mr. Anheuser leaves 
five ebyldren behind him, three daughters and 
two sons: the wife of Adolphus Busch, who 
has of late practically managedthe brewing 
business; Mrs. Ulrich Busch, of Chicago; 
and Mrs. Peter Schoettler, of Chicago, 
William and Adolph Anheuser. The funeral, 
which will take place at 2p. m. to-morrow, 
will be from the late residence, at Tenth and 
Pestalozzi. '
